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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 23 is an apparatus claim , as shown in 
the preample. But the body includes method limitations performed as directed by set of 
computer executable instructions. Applicant is required to make appropriate corrections. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 8 includes "computer-useable 
instructions" that is not executed by a hardware such as a processor or a CPU to 
perform troubleshooting in a communication network. Further, it is suggested that the 
"computer-useable instructions" be changed to " computer program instructions". The 
"computer-useable instructions" in the specification, page 10, paragraphs [0035], [0037] 
should be amended as well. 

Applicant is noted that "computer-useable instructions" such as "carrier wave, 
radio microwave" as shown in page 11, paragraphs [0038] is not statutory. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In the 
specification, page 11, paragraph [0040], the parser 114 and script 1 16 as compared to 
fig .1 A should be parser 116 and script 1 14. Appropriate correction is required. 

Further, The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink 
and/or other form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete the 
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embedded hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 
608.01. 

In page 22, paragraph [0066], a Web site address http://www.aditus.nu/jpqraph/. 
Is disclosed. Applicant is required to delete the Web site address written as an 
embedded hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-19, drawn to executing input file through data-request 
commands to preseve transient data and isolate fault, classified in class 
714, subclass 25. 

II. Claims 20-23, drawn to sizing a buffer to receive data sets and format the 
data sets in a matrix format, classified in class 370, subclass 466/412. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions I and II require different searches. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, "the communication 
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buffer" as claimed in claims 1 , 17, 23 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.
